These  words  spoken  by  a  colleague 
explain  perfectly  why  the  Senior  Class 
dedicates  the  1991  Arete  to  Professor 
Jane  Hadley, 

Professor  Hadley  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Queens  community  since 
1981.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  she  is 
a  descendent  of  the  Burwell  family, 
founders  of  Queens. 

Professor  Hadley's  fame  comes  lar- 


gely from  the  theatre.  She  has  directed 
25  full  productions  on  campus,  includ- 
ing the  fall  hit,  "To  Whom  It  May  Con- 
cern." She  and  Dr.  Charles  Hadley 
performed  Anouilh's  "Antigone"  for 
Liberal  Learning  classes  about  Greek 
theatre,  which  got  rave  reviews  from 
the  students. 

She  has  devoted  her  time  and  efforts 
to  helping  the  Charlotte  community  ex- 
pand theatre.  She  served  as  co-artistic 
director  of  the  Actor's  Contemporary 
Ensemble  (now  the  Charlotte  Repertory 


Theatre)  from  1981  to  1985. 

As  a  Liberal  Learning  professor,  she 
works  hard  to  get  concepts  across  to 
students.  Her  enthusiam  for  teaching  is 
contagious  for  all  who  hear  her,  an 
achievement  recognized  when  she  was 
awarded  the  Best  Teacher  Award  in 
1989. 

Besides  the  rigors  of  class  and  theatre. 
Professor  Hadley  chairs  the  Student  De- 
velopment Committee  and  has  re- 
gularly served  on  the  Faculty  Activities 
Committee  and  the  Religious  Life  Com- 
mittee. She  strongly  supports  the  chapel 
program,  which  she  attends  regularly 
and  is  occasionaly  a  guest  sfieaker.  Last 
spring,  she  led  a  service  with  Denise  Die- 
ter-Rankin  on  modemized  Bible  stories.

Professor  Hadley  also  lends  a  hand 
to  OASIS.  She  spent  the  night  out- 
doors with  students  in  a  vigil  to  draw 
awareness  to  the  homeless.  She  annu- 
ally helps  organize  and  direct  the  Love 
Feast  and  the  Boars  Head  Feast  pro- 
cession. These  are  pretty  hefty  duties 
to  handle,  yet  she  does  it  with  ease, 
without  a  flaw.  The  numerous  hours  of 
planning  and  rehearsal  always  pay  off. 

Best  of  all,  Professor  Hadley  was 
granted  tenure  in  1991  and  promoted 
to  Associate  Professor  of  English

Feast  is 
tradition,  talent 

One  of  the  most  exciting  Christmas 
traditions  at  Queens  is  the  Boars 
Head  Feast,  which  features  music 
and  dancing.  The  ceremony  itself 
began  six  hundred  years  ago  at 
Queens  College  in  Oxford,  England. 
An  English  student  was  attacked  by  a 
wild  boar.  He  killed  the  boar  and 
took  it  back  to  the  college  for  a  feast. 
In  1933,  Queens  began  celebrating 
this  feast. 

On  December  23.  the  feast  was  held 
in  Morrison  dining  hall.  Jacqui  Davis 
led  the  procession  singing  "Make  We 
Merry."  A  procession  of  eighteen 
students  in  medieval  costumes  ente- 
red singing  "Joy  to  the  World"  and 
carried  the  two  boars'  heads.  Dr. 
Wireman  gave  the  blessing  and  the 
400  diners  were  entertained  by  the 
Chamber  Singers,  guitarist  Ron

Harris  Dorm  was 
four  halls  bursting  with  Female 
Freshman  wonder...  wonder- 
ing why  we  were  subjecting 
ourselves  to  the  hell  of  a 
curfew...  wondering  why  the 
school  for  women  which  we 
had  all  eagerly  decided  to 
attend  (for  various  interesting 
reasons)  was  suddenly  going 
through  dramatic  trans- 
formations right  before  our 
naive  little  eyes. ..wondering 
why  we  couldn't  write  on  the 
walls  if  we  wanted  to.  I  always 
thought  the  artistic  endeavors 
on  the  walls  of  first  floor  short 
hall  were  much  more  acad- 
emically stimulating  than  the 
color  motifs  in  the  Liberal 
Learning-ized  buildings  on 
campus,  anyway.

He  answered  questions  for  students  in  the  afternoon  and 
addressed  the  Charlotte  community  in  the  evening. 

His  topic  for  this  presentation  was  hypocrisy.  Raspberry 
said  that  hypocrisy  is  a  useful  tool.  It  allowed  people  to  con- 
trol themselves  and  keep  their  morals  intact. 

Raspberry  demonstrated  with  the  analogy  of  fences.  If  you 
remove  the  fences,  things  will  get  out  of  hand.  If  the  fence  is 
flexible,  things  will  eventually  decay.  If  we  are  hypocrites,  we 
maintain  the  fence.  We  will  go  out  of  bounds  but  when  we 
realize  we  aren't  doing  as  we  say,  we  will  not  progress  further. 

Raspberry's  speech  was  lively  and  thoughtful.  In  the  ques- 
tion and  answer  period  that  followed,  he  spoke  about  educa- 
tion, drug  trafficking,  and  his  most  controversial  column, 
which  was  on  ugly  women.

Watson  Inspires 

■jriennis  Rahiim  Watson  addressed  members  of  the  Queens  com- 
(^Pmunity  September  26  in  Belk  Chapel.  Mr.  Watson  is  the  executive 
director  of  the  National  Black  Youth  Leadership  Council  and  a  nat- 
ionally known  educator. 

The  focus  of  his  address  was  education  and  success.  He  emphasized 
the  need  to  love  and  respect  oneself  before  interacting  with  the  com- 
munity. 

Mr.  Watson  told  the  gathering  how  important  college  is  to  students  and 
their  families.  Parents  have  made  sacrifices  for  students,  who  must  finish 
school  to  make  their  parents  proud. 

"There's  nothing  parents  love  more  than  successful  kids,"  Watson 
said.  He  told  the  group  that  degrees  of  confidence,  faith,  purpose,  cur- 
iosity, commitment,  integrity,  and  motivation  are  necessary  to  be  suc- 
cessful. 

A  little  exercise  helped  explain  why  "in  a  multi-cultural  worid, 
everyone's  important. "  Men  from  the  audience  stood  to  face  one  another 
and  say,  "I  love  you, "  then  hugged  each  other.  This  helped  lessen  aggre- 
ssive feelings  between  black  men  and  helped  them  love  themselves,  so 
they  can  get  along  well  with  other  people,  Watson  stated. 

Watson's  charisma  flowed  over  the  crowd.  He  kept  the  listeners  on 
their  toes  by  asking  them  to  fill  in  the  blanks  of  his  modem,  street-talk 
speech. 

Students  for  Black  Awareness  and  Saundra  Johnson  brought  Watson 
to  Queens.  He  has  received  numerous  awards  for  his  work,  including 
three  Presidential  citations.

Yard  Rallies 

-l^olly  Yard,  president  of  the  National  Organization  for  Women 

JilTlNOW),  was  the  main  speaker  at  a  rally  held  in  front  of  Belk  Chapel 

Oct.  19.  The  rally,  complete  with  banners  and  balloons,  focused  on 

the  North  Carolina  senatorial  election  and  women's  reproductive  rights. 

Tracy  Drach  of  Durham,  NC,  opened  the  rally  with  folk  music  about 
change  and  a  pro-choice  stance.  Throughout  the  event,  anti-abortion 
protestors  picketed  along  the  road.  No  trouble  was  started  by  either  side. 

Yard  called  our  present  decade  the  best  of  times  and  the  worst  of  times. 
"The  worst  of  times  because  we  could  lose  our  reproductive  lives,"  she 
said.  "The  best  of  times  because  we  can  do  something  about  it, "  she  said, 
refering  to  many  legislative  and  judicial  changes  which  were  being  made. 

Along  those  lines.  Yard  stated  the  need  for  more  women  representa- 
tion in  government.  "Women  must  be  a  part  of  the  legislative  process, "  to 
truly  have  a  democratic  republic. 

Yard  then  talked  about  keeping  abortions  legal  and  safe.  She  said  that 
"91  percent  of  all  abortions  are  in  the  first  trimester  of  pregnancy. "  Yard 
stressed  that  abortions  are  performed  for  private  reasons  and  should  con- 
cern only  the  individuals  involved.  She  also  stated  that,  contrary  to  what 
anti-abortionists  would  have  us  believe,  most  voters  are  in  favor  of  legal 
abortions,  even  if  those  people  themselves  would  not  have  one.  This  fact 
also  leads  to  her  support  of  the  RU  486  abortion  pill  and  contraceptive 
research  in  the  U.S. 

To  wrap  up  the  rally.  Yard  said  we  could  show  our  concern  for  repro- 
ductive rights  by  voting.  The  response  was  loud  applause. 

The  Queens  chapter  of  NOW  sponsored  Yard's  rally.

North  Carolina  Student 
Legislature  participates  in  a 
model  General  Assembly 
and  gives  students  a  forum 
for  expressing  ideas  on  cur- 
rent issues.  The  Queens  De- 
legation participated  in  state 
meetings,  the  Annual  Ses- 
sion and  two  Interim  Coun- 
cils; sponsored  a  Par- 
liamentary Procedure  Work- 
shop, hosted  an  Interim 
Council  with  Davidson,  and 
hosted  an  Inter-delegational 
debate  for  area  schools.

Gantt  spoke  at  the 
OASIS  convention  in  Nov- 
ember and  students  showed 
support  for  him  at  the  NOW 
rally  in  October  with  signs 
and  placards.

A  surge  in  both  patriotism 
and  anti-war  feelings  swept 
the  U.S.  during  the  Persian 
Gulf  War.  On  August  2, 
1990,  Iraq  invaded  Kuwait. 
For  months,  American 
troops,  allied  with  troops 
from  nations  around  the 
world,  prepared  for  war  in 
Saudi  Arabia. 

As  the  militaries  prepared 
to  attack  Iraq  and  its  forces  in 
Kuwait,  the  world  protested. 

The  United  Nations  gave 
Iraqi  leader  Saddam  Hussein 
an  ultimatum  to  withdraw  all 
troops  from  Kuwait  by  Jan- 
uary 15.  Several  last-minute 
peace  efforts  failed,  and  the 
U.S.  declared  war  on  Iraq  on 
Jan.  17. 

Across  Europe,  people 
protested  the  war  and  their 
nations"  alliances  with  the 


American  troops  wait  anxiously  to  put  their 
training  to  the  test  after  months  of  preparing 
in  Saudi  Arabia, 


America  has  always  been 

;nown  as  the  land  of  the  free, 
however,  lawmakers  tried  to 
imit  freedom  of  expression 
IS  contemporary  artists  de- 
ended  themselves  in  court. 

The  Two  Live  Crew,  a  rap 
[roup,  was  banned  in  several 
ities  because  of  the  foul  lan- 
juage  in  their  music.  The 
jroup  was  arrested  for  a  per- 
ormance  in  Miami. 

An  art  museum  in  Cin- 
;inatti,  Ohio,  was  charged 
with  obscenity  for  exhibiting 
he  photographs  of  Robert 
'lapplethorpe  because  the 
nuseum  received  federal 
[rants.  The  court  ruled  in 
avor  of  the  museum,  and 
irtists  struggled  to  express 
hemselves  without  censor- 
hip  by  politicians. 


United  States.  At  home,  re- 
cord crowds  demonstrated  in 
San  Francisco,  Washington, 
and  other  cities.  However, 
unlike  the  Vietnam  era,  most 
Americans,  whether  pro-  or 
anti-war,  were  decisively 
pro-troops. 

The  six  week  war  consis- 
ted primarily  of  air  attacks  on 
Iraq  and  its  military  bases  in 
Kuwait.  The  billions  of 
dollars  spent  to  build  the  def- 
enses of  the  U.S.  were  put  to 
the  test,  and  were  extremely 
successful.  Americans  suffe- 
red few  casualties,  although 
Iraq  captured  several  pris- 
oners of  war  and  tortured 
them  throughout  the  war. 

Ground  war  was  finally 
begun,  and  Allied  troops 
marched  into  Kuwait  City 
after  only  100  hours  of 
ground  war.  Hussein  with- 
drew all  troops  from  Kuwait, 
and  the  six  week  war  was 
over. 

Popular  Prez 

At  the  end  of  1990,  Pres- 
ident George  Bush  faced  a 
decision  which  would  set  his 
place  in  history.  As  the  Gulf 
Crisis  dragged  on,  he  faced 
criticism  and  his  popularity 
declined.  At  the  outbreak  of 
war,  however.  Bush  gained 
the  highest  popularity  of  his 
term,  and  perhaps  the 
highest  approval  ratings  of 
any  recent  President. 

When  the  war  ended,  he 
won  even  higher  ratings  and 
finally  shook  off  the  image  of 
The  Wimp.

Hours  after  the  invasion 
by  Iraq,  Arabs  throughout 
the  world  took  to  the  streets 
in  anti-Iraq  demonstrations. 
Saddam  Hussein,  president 
of  Iraq,  led  his  army  of  one 
million  soldiers  from  battle 
with  Iran  to  a  war  with  the 
U.S.  and  the  allied  coalition.

Kuwaitis  in  London  protest  Saddam  Hus- 
sein's invasion  of  Kuwait 


Arabia  while  waiting  for  Hus- 
sein to  withdraw  his  troops. 
When  Hussein  ignored  the 
deadline,  air  strikes  were  or- 
dered and  a  brief  ground  war 
forced  Iraqi  troops  to  retreat 
and  surrender. 


It  was  a  time  of  change  in 
Eastern  Europe.  Com- 
munism no  longer  ruled  that 
part  of  the  world.  Demo- 
nstrators demanding  an  end 
to  Communist  Party  domin- 
ation lit  candles  and  laid 
flowers  on  bloodstained 
sidewalks  where  police 
attacked  protesters  in  the  lar- 
gest such  rally  in  twenty 
years.

Every  year,  the  Metrolina 
Career  Consortium  brings 
juniors  and  seniors  together 
to  discuss  employment  op- 
portunities. The  Consortium 
consists  of  Queens  and  ten 
other  private  North  Carolina 
colleges  who  organize  the 
annual  job  fair. 

The  Fair  was  held  in  the 
Adam's  Mark  Hotel  on  Nov- 
ember 14.  Approximately 
sixty  companies  and  a  total 
of  360  students  attended. 

The  day  commenced  at  9 
a.m.  with  the  information 
session.  Students  signed  in 
and  talked  to  company  re- 
presentatives and  picked  up 
company  brochures  until 
11:30  a.m.  Then,  each  re- 
cruiter was  allotted  time  to 
conduct  ten  pre-arranged  in- 


terviews. Interested  seniors 
sent  in  their  resumes  and 
were  given  a  thirty-minute 
interview  based  on  that  re- 
sume. 

Although  the  Job  Fair 
offered  better  opportunities 
for  Business  and  Accounting 
majors,  it  provided  job  con- 
tacts for  students  from  other 
majors  as  well.
